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ADMISSION. 

This  Department  is  open  to  pious  young  men  of  all  denomina¬ 
tions.  Candidates  for  admission  must  produce  good  evidence  that 
they  are  members  in  good  and  regular  standing  in  some  Evangeli¬ 
cal  Church;  that  they  possess  competent  talent;  and  that  they 
have  regularly  graduated  at  some  College  or  University,  or  that  in 
some  other  way  they  have  received  an  equivalent  for  the  training 
of  a  College  Course.  Applicants  for  admission  to  an  advanced 
standing  must  present  a  dismission  from  some  other  Theological 
Seminary,  or  be  prepared  for  examination  on  subjects  which  have 
been  passed  by  the  class  which  they  desire  to  enter. 

In  exceptional  cases,  promising  young  men  who  have  not  had 
the  benefit  of  a  full  College  Course  will  be  received,  and  will  be 
allowed  to  omit  the  study  of  Greek  and  Hebrew.

TERMS  AND  VACATIONS. 

To  enable  the  students  to  earn  something  for  their  own  sup¬ 
port,  and  to  save  traveling  expenses,  there  is  but  one  session,  of 
three  terms,  to  commence  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  October, 
and  close  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  June.  Students  wishing  to 
enter  the  University  should  make  early  application. 


EX  PENSES. 

Tuition  and  room  rent  are  free.  There  is  a  charge  of  one 
dollar  per  term  for  contingent  expenses.  Students  are  required 
to  work  one  hour  for  each  week  of  attendance,  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Professor  of  Natural  Science,  in  improving  and  keep¬ 
ing  in  order  the  grounds  of  the  1  niversity. 

Conveniences  for  boarding  in  a  club  have  been  provided  on 
the  University  grounds.  The  cost  for  the  present  session  has 
not  exceeded  six  dollars  per  month.  Elsewhere  it  may  be  had 
at  about  the  same  price.  Washing,  tuel,  and  light  will  eost  from

two  to  three  dollars  per  month.  All  expenses,  except  for  cloth¬ 
ing  and  books,  can  be  covered  by  ten  dollars  per  month. 

Each  student  is  requested  to  provide  himself  with  two  sheets, 
one  pair  of  pillow  cases,  one  counterpane  or  quilt,  and  blankets 
or  comfortables  for  winter  weather. 

Candidates  for  the  ministry,  and  others  giving  promise  of  use¬ 
fulness,  will  receive  such  aid  as  their  necessities  and  the  resources 
at  command  will  allow.  Friends  in  Scotland  have  established  a 
fund  of  over  $6,000,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  used  for  pre¬ 
paring  young  men  for  mission  work  in  Africa. 


ANNUAL  STATEMENT.

Of  the  students  whose  names  are  found  in  the  Catalogue,  140 
are  professing  Christians,  63  are  studying  for  the  ministry,  and 
15  are  catechists  or  preachers;  73  have  taught  primary  schools 
during  some  portion  of  the  year,  making  an  aggregate  of  more 
than  220  months’  teaching.  In  these  schools  there  were  taught 
4,550  children;  and  in  Sabbath  schools  under  the  superintend¬ 
ence  of  the  same  teachers,  over  2,900.  The  earnings  bv  teaching 
were  over  $5,000. 


THE  OBJECT  AND  IMPORTANCE  OF  THE  UNIVER¬ 
SITY. 

A  great  want  of  the  Freed  men  in  the  South  is  to  have  pious, 
faithful,  and  educated  preachers  and  teachers  of  their  own  race. 
To  meet  this  want  Biddle  University  was  founded,  and  has  begun 
its  work.  The  plan  is  to  aid  the  most  pious  and  talented  of 
the  Freedmen  to  obtain  a  good  education,  that  they  may  go  out  as 
the  preachers  and  teachers  of  their  people.  To  equip  such  young 
men,  so  that  they  may  guide  their  people  to  a  more  perfect  knowl¬ 
edge  of  elevating  and  saving  truth,  is  among  the  most  urgent 
missionary  work  in  our  land.  It  is  worthy  to  receive  the  entire 
strength  of  the  best  men  the  Church  can  furnish,  and  is  second  to 
none  in  its  claims  upon  the  prayers  and  gifts  of  all  good  people. 
In  this  work  of  educating  and  evangelizing  the  colored  race,  the 
post  of  Biddle  University  is  an  important  one.  It  is  the  only 
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institution  of  the  kind  under  the  care  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  Southern  States,  [t  stands  as  the  future  college  and  theo¬ 
logical  seminary  for  the  Atlantic  States  south  of  ANrginia — the 
territory  within  the  present  bounds  of  the  Synod  of  Atlantic. 
The  immediate  demand  is  seen  hr  the  fact  that  in  the  Synod  of 
Atlantic  there  are  now  146  colored  churches,  averaging  74  mem¬ 
bers  each,  and  only  82  ministers  (57  of*  whom  are  colored)  are 
at  work  among  them  as  preachers  and  teachers. 

L(  RATION. 


Many  reasons  combined  to  influence  the  trustees  in  selecting 
a  location.  Since,  in  the  wonderful  providence  of  God,  the  Freed- 
men,  numbered  by  the  million,  are  cn  masse  open  for  instruction, 
every  reason  urges  that  higher  schools  and  seminaries  should  be 
established  in  their  midst.  Thus  is  secured  economy,  close  con¬ 
tact  with  the  people,  and  also  a  powerful  elevating  influence  upon 
them  by  the  presence  of  such  institutions,  and  the  valuable  mis¬ 
sionary  work  the  students  may  perform  during  the  time  they  are 
under  instruction.  There  can  be  no  question  as  to  the  advantage 
of  having  institutions  of  learning  located  near  the  homes  of  the 
students,  and  near  their  field  of  work;  and  no  one  who  has  had 
any  practical  experience  in  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  South 
can  doubt  it.  Charlotte,  N.  C.,  one  . of  the  most  prosperous  towns 
in  the  South,  the  terminus  of  six  railroads,  in  the  midst  of  a  large 
and  comparatively  intelligent  colored  population,  and  surrounded 
by  many  organized  churches — a  good  centre,  in  fact,  for  three  or 
four  states — was  unanimously  selected  as  the  location. 


BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS. 

The  first  and  most  constant  donor  toward  the  founding  and 
support  of  the  University  has  been  IVIrs.  Mary  D.  Biddle,  of 
Philadelphia,*  widow  of  Major  Henry  J.  Biddle,  in  memory  of 
whom  the  University  received  its  name.  It  is  located  in  a  beauti¬ 
ful  grove,  on  an  eminence  overlooking  the  City  of  Charlotte,  and 
has  twenty-four  acres  of  ground. 

The  buildings  consist  of  the  University  building,  50  by  54

feet;  a  boarding  hall,  two  small  dormitories,  and  four  professors’ 
houses.  The  whole  cost  of  the  buildings,  including  school  furni¬ 
ture,  has  been  $21,000.  A  new  college  building  is  now  in  process 
of  erection.  When  fully  completed,  it  will  cost  about  $40,000. 
This  will  give  ample  facilities  for  teaching,  but  an  additional 
building  for  the  accommodation  of  students  is  needed. 


WANTS  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY. 


For  the  present,  and  for  some  time  to  come,  the  institution  must 
depend  largely  upon  the  contributions  of  friends  to  aid  in  carrying 
on  its  work.  For  the  information  of  such  friends,  we  mention  the 
following  wants  of  the  University,  trusting  that  some,  into  whose 
hands  this  Catalogue  may  fall,  will  be  able  and  willing  to  give 
substantial  aid. 

1st.  Scholarship.  One  hundred  dollars  constitutes  a  scholar¬ 
ship.  This  sum  is  sufficient  to  enable  any  worthy  student  to  go 
through  the  term  of  eight  months.  Fifty  scholarships  might  be 
occupied  bv  worthy  and  promising  young  men  during  the  ensuing 
session.  It  is  desirable,  when  friends  are  able,  to  continue  these 
scholarships  from  year  to  year,  until  the  beneficiary  has  completed 
his  education. 

2d.  General  Aid  Fund.  Many  young  men  come  to  the  Uni¬ 
versity  with  means  of  their  own,  the  savings  of  their  scanty  wages, 
or  the  hard  earned  money  of  poor  parents,  to  enable  them  to  go  to 
school  for  two,  three,  or  more  months.  In  many  cases  it  is  desir¬ 
able  to  supplement  their  own  resources,  so  as  to  enable  them  to  go 
through  the  session.  From  three  to  six  hundred  dollars  are  greatlv 
needed  for  this  object. 

3d.  Clothing.  In  no  way,  perhaps,  can  valuable  aid  be  ren¬ 
dered  more  easily  on  the  part  of  the  donors,  or  more  acceptable  to 
the  receivers,  than  by  sending  boxes  of  clothing  for  distribution  to 
needy  students.  Good  clothing  of  all  kinds  can  always  find  grate¬ 
ful  wearers.  Bed  clothing  of  all  kinds  is  also  needed.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  ladies  in  our  churches  and  Sunday  schools  will  aid  our 
work  in  this  way. 

4th.  Building.  On  the  completion  of  the  new  College  build¬ 
ing  there  will  be  comfortable  accommodations  for  100  students. 
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rom  the  ease  with  which  this  point  can  be  readied  from  all  parts 

of  three  or  four  States,  the  number  of  students  in  attendance  will 

always  be  determined  by  facilities  for  accommodation.  Additional 

%/ 

dormitories  must  therefore  be  provided  in  the  near  future. 

5th.  Endoimnent.  The  founders  of  the  School,  taking  a  broad 
view  of  the  future  educational  wants  of  the  colored  race,  contem¬ 
plated  from  the  beginning  to  raise  it  to  the  grade  of  the  College 
and  Theological  Seminary,  as  soon  as  the  number  and  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  students  should  so  require.  The  institution  has  now 
assumed  this  higher  grade.  The  members  of  the  Faculty  are 
as  yet  supported,  as  teachers  and  missionaries,  by  the  Board  of 
Missions  for  Freedmen.  An  endowment,  therefore,  for  the  inde¬ 
pendent  and  adequate  support  of  the  professors,  has  become  an 
imperative  want  of  the  institution. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  institution  is  consecrated  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  a  needy  race.  It  stands  as  the  only  representative  of  its 
kind  in  the  South,  of  our  Presbyterian  Church;  and  it  certainly 
is  one  of  the  most  important  agencies  in  the  hands  of  the  Church 
for  the  accomplishment  of  good  among  the  six  millions  of  Freed¬ 
men  in  the  South.  It  commends  itself  to  the  prayers  and  gifts  of 
all  good  men.
